Well, thank GOD .' we are still alive, and tbe 


circulation und influence of our paper ha* been 
nil the while growingitettdily and iurely. The 
partition* we maintained *ix year* ago, are now 
SMcrted and defended, with more or leu* ear* 
uuitnum, by lome twenty prenei in the State' 
and are endorsed by a majority of the voter*.

We hnve taken the occasion which the Areic 


Han furninhi:il, to make this statement, once fo 
nil, uf tho position we have been compelled ti 
occupy, in the tnaintunnnce of our own con 
viutions, among the editors of this State. l)u 
we are willing to forget all the past, and mee 
our editorial brethren an friends, and labor witl 
them to elevate the character of the Press o 
thin State. Let all tliut baa been unjust, ungen 
emus and ungcmtlemanly in the past, be blotte 
out of memory, nnd let the future be redoemm 
and coniiccrated to the high and noble purpos 
eg which ulinuld govern no powerful an agency 
for impressing the public zniud, as the publii 
press. There is something higher and bette 
than party, more joyous ttrnu tbe shouts of a 
political triumph, and more satisfying and sub 
Htantiul than the spoils of party victories. It i 
thu consciousness of having been true to our 
trust—of having contributed our share towun 
making the members of the community, o 
wh ifli we fur tu a part, better acquainted witl 
their rights aud obligations, and of disposing 
them to perform faithfully and well all their 
duties. 


We differ luto, ttelo, from the News and 


many other pretiei political questions, but 
there is no good reason why we should not dis 
cuts our difference* of principle, in a courteous 
and gentlemanly manner. We accept, gladly 
tho oliro branch whioh the News tenders, in re 
gnrd to all personal matter*. For such things 
arc beueatb. the dignity and unworthy the char- 
acter of a free and enlightened press. Let tho 
Now* do its belt in bringing about the reform 
it has so justly indicated, a* so much needec 
among editors. We promise to do our part in 
contributing to so desirable a result.

A violent storm commenced at Charleston on 


Wednesday last, and laatetf nearly forty-eight 
hours, doing immense damage to the city and 
Kfcinity. 


All tbe vharre* were injured, and tbe -rater 


overflowed aod completely flooded tbe ware- 
houMS and stores. A great amount of merchan- 
dize was injured, the liws on the wharves alone 
being estimated at $350,000. 


The railing on both sides of the Battery was 


destroyed, and some wharve* were cut down to 
low water mark. 


The shipping also suffered considerable dam- 


age. 


The brig Eureka broke from her mooring*, 


drifted against the Battery, and finally sunk, be- 
coming a complete loss. 


The at earner De Ealb bad her cabin blown 


off. 


The schooner Isabella won sunk, and a num- 


ber of other vessels were driven ashore, chafed, 
and seriounly damaged. 


In the interior of the city, gardens and houses 


were flooded, the occupanU in some cases being 
saved in boats. 


Much anxiety was felt to hear from Sullivan's 


Island. The Old Point House was swept away, 
but it is not yet known whether any lives were 
lost. 


The sen was making a complete breach thro' 


the Moultrie House, and at last accounts the oc- 
cupants had retreated to the cupola for sat'etv. 
Must of those on the island had taken refuge in 
Fort Moultrie, wheie they were considered per- 
fectly safe. 


Fears were expressed that great damage had 


been done in thu interior of the country by thu 
storm. 


All the telegraphic lines wer« prostrated.

Adroit Roguery.—Two brothers, by the name
